VATICAN CITY (AP) - The 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 
cleared the way Saturday for 
Pope Paul VI to proclaim a 
pathfinding 
Roman 
Catholic 
church decree for the road to 
Christian unity. 
The vote marked the end of 
the next to last week of this ses­ 
sion, as the council poured on a 
rush of work to get documents 
— possib ly even controversial 
declarations on the Jews and on 
religious lib erty — ready for 
proclamation b y the Pope. 
In an unusually heavy day, 
the council fathers approved — 
1,870 to 82 — a series of minor 
text changes in the schema “De 
Ecumenismo” (On Unity), the 
last working step b efore the 
Pope can issue the document 
as a full church decree. It pro­ 
vides for a program of com­ 
mon prayer with Protestants 
and some intercommunion with 
the Orthodox church. 
At the same time, the prelates 
received 
copies 
of 
minor 
changes in the major document 
“De Ecclesia” (On the Church) 
and were told that voting on 
these changes would take place 
next Tuesday and Wednesday. 
This increased the possib ility 
that the schema — which estab ­ 
lishes the principle that b ishops 
share collectively with the Pope 
in governing the church — will 
also b e ready for proclamation 
when Pope Paul and the more 
than 
2 , 0 0 0 council fathers end 
this session in a pub lic ceremo­ 
nial gathering in St. Peter’s 
Basilica next Saturday. 


Newsmen at the American 
b ishops’ press panel were told 
after this morning’s session that 
translations were b eing readied 
not only on the unity and church 
schemas b ut also on revised 
declarations on the Jews and on 
religious 
lib erty.

would reach the final stage, 
with proclamation of the dec­ 
larations on the Jews and reli­ 
gious lib erty left over for the 
fourth session of the council. 
Despite preparation of the 
translations, it was pointed out 
that there is no certainty the 
declarations, or even the De 
Ecclesia schema, would b e pro­ 
mulgated next Saturday. 
But the council is clearly de­ 
termined to try to get as much 
done as possib le. Archb ishop 
Pericle Felici, council secre­ 
tary-general, announced there 
would

sessions 
next week if necessary. The 
council normally meets only in 
the morning. 
Only two schemata have b een 
proclaimed since the council 
b egan in Octob er 1962 — a docu­ 
ment reforming church liturgy 
and another on modern mass 
media.

NEW YORK (APt — Former 
Presid ent Harrv S. Tru man has 
renewed his conthct with the 
late Gen. Dou glas Mac Arthu r 
who, he say s, “ thou ght he was 
greater than the Presid ent of 
the United States.” 
Tru man d ismissed MacArthu r 
as Far fclast command er in 1951 
d u ring the Korean War after 
accu sing him of insu bord ina­ 
tion. 
In a taped interv iew shown 
ov er some 50 telev ision stations 
Frid ay night, Tru man fired off 
some sharply critical comments 
afy ou t the general, who d ied in 
April at the age of 84. 
The 80 - y ear - old Tru man 
called 
Mac.Arthu r an egotist, 
contend ing that the general’s 
occu pation ru le in Japan after 
the war brou ght it ou t. 
“ He seemed to hav e the no­ 
tion that withou t him the whole 
[Cou ntry wou ld collapse,” Tru ­ 
man said .

(AP) — The trouble with this 
tiny British colony is that it’s 
just too p eaceful. 
Indep endence is there for the 
asking, but no one seems in a 
hurry for it. This dep riv es the 
colony of international attention 
as an “emerging, underdev el­ 
op ed country.” 


It has no Communist threat. 
This disq ualifies it for U. S. aid. 
That, in sum, is how some 
British Hondurans see them­ 
selv es. 
“We’re 
too 
well-behav ed,” 
says George Price,the p remier. 
“We’re not inv iting Russia here 
to build bases and, instead of 
communism, we p reach Chris­ 
tian democracy. So, ev eryone 
takes us for granted.” 
Price 
is 
a 
good-looking, 
smooth-talking bachelor of 45 
with a huge following among the 
colony’s women. 
“If he were married he’d 
hav e no p arty,” a critic said. 
Since 1960 Price has bossed 
this Massachusetts-sized wedge 
of land jammed in between 
Guatemala and Mexico on the 
Caribbean coast. 
Ship wrecked British seamen 
settled in what is now Belize, 
the cap ital. 
A good, hard look at this city 
of 37,000 is enough to conv ince 
anyone of the long, hard p uli 
ahead to make the colony a go­ 
ing noncern. 
This is a country of heav ily 
wooded mountains in the south 
and trop ical p lain in the north 
with limited natural and human 
resources. There are less than 
100,000 p eop le on its 8,9 00 sq uare 
miles. 
Founded as a logging settle­ 
ment 300 years ago, lumber is 
still one of its main industries. 
Sev enty p er cent of the p op ula­ 
tion is of African ancestry. Eng­ 
lish is the official language, but 
about 20 p er cent sp eak Sp anish. 
The ancient Mayan language 
surv iv es among 10 p er cent. 
The 
all-wood 
construction 
makes Belize p articularly v ul­ 
nerable to freq uent hurricanes. 
The city was lev eled in 1931 by 
a storm that left 3,000 dead. In 
19 61, Hurricane Hattie took 262 
liv es and caused damage esti­ 
mated at about $30 million. 
Ev ery backyard has a giant 
wooden v at fed by long drain­ 
p ip es attached to slanting tin 
roofs. This is what p asses for a 
water system. Few homes hav e 
an interior water sup p ly. It 
rains 70 inches a year. Sewage

concrete-lined 
canals. 
“To sp eak of indep endence 
under these conditions is mock­ 
ery,” says Philip Goldson, 31, 
leader of the op p osition National 
Indep endence p arty.

Fire Truck 
Is Inv o lv ed 
In Accident 


The East Sedalia fire truck, a 
1962 Mack, was involved in an 
accident while enroute to a blaze 
in the 700 block of West Seventh 
about 1:20 p.m. Friday. Fire 
destroyed a shed, nearly made 
a complete loss of a garage and 
damaged two houses. The truck 
accident occurred at Broadway 
and Grand. 
According to the police inves­ 
tigation made of the accident, 
the firetruck, driven north on 
Grand after negotiating a right 
turn onto Grand by Frank D. 
Sloan, 40, 1717 West 18th, was 
in collision with a 1963 Dodge 
parked headed north owned by 
Claud Allen Cooper, 32, 1806 
South Prospect. 
Damage was to the left rear 
fender and bumper of the Coop­ 
er car and to the panel on the 
right side of the firetruck. 
City firemen arrived to find 
a shed at the rear of the E. J. 
Green residence, 717 West Sev­ 
enth, already consumed by the 
flames and the timbers collap­ 
sing. Firefighters used several 
hose lines and were able to 
douse the blaze before an ad­ 
joining garage on the Dr. F. B. 
Long property, 723 West Sev­ 
enth, was completely destroyed. 
The 
flames, 
however, 
had 
licked up on to the Green home 
—a two story apartment resi­ 
dence — and severely scorched 
the rear portion of the house. 
After firemen had the fire out 
the aerial truck was brought in 
to investigate smoke still seep­ 
ing from the attic of the Green 
residence. 
Firemen were mystified as to 
how the blaze gained such head­ 
way at mid-day. 
The smoke 
could be seen clearly from the 
downtown area and along West 
Broadway. 
Green said he was taking 
nap when an unidentified pass­ 
erby called him to the door and 
informed him the shed was 
ablaze. 
About the same time 
Irwin Raut, 703 West Seventh, 
was alerted of the fire and he 
apparently turned in the first 
alarm. 
Damage was estimated to the j 
buildings as follows: 
E. J. Green, 717 West Seven­ 
th, $1,200 to the house and ga­ 
rage; Dr. F. B. Long, 723 West 
Seventh, $500 to the garage; 
Mrs. Maybelle Loofburrow, 712 
West Broadway, $100 to the ga­ 
rage; Robert S. Johnson, 720 
West Broadway, slight damage 
to the garage; the apartment 
building at 715 West Seventh, 
slight damage due to blistering 
in the rear of the building.

LONDON (AP) - The fastest 
expanding bank in London is 
run by Russian Communists, 
It does business on fully tradi­ 
tional lines with the avowed aim 
of turning 
a profit — and it

The Moscow Narodny (Peo-i 
pie’s) Bank was founded here as 
a branch of a Moscow bank 
back in czarist days.

Moscow Narodny started out 
cautiously in the heady world of 
capitalist high finance. Its first 
modest office overlooked leafy 
Finsburv Circus, several blocks 
from the heart of the City, Lon­ 
don’s financial section. Its busi­ 
ness was confined largely to, 
finding credits for then almost 
nonexistent British-Soviet trade.', 
In a few years the Russians 
moved their bank to larger 
quarters on Moorgate, just the 
toss of a ruble from the Bank of 
England. 
Last June, with its business 
booming after the removal of 
embargoes on much East-West 
trade, Moscow Narodny moved 
to a new eight-story steel and 
glass structure on the approach 
to Ivondon Bridge. 
The main hall is like that of 
any British bank — black and

NEW YORK (AP) — Not the 
blind, but the people who can 
see need help in coping with 
blindness, 
says 
a 
vivacious, 
jlind 
woman 
who’s 
gone 
to 
court to make her point: Where 
she goes, so goes her guide dog, 
Duchess. 
“ I’ve been thrown out of some 
of the best hotels, restaurants 
and museums in the world,” 
Tbelma Keitlen said today. 
“ I’ve been relegated to freight 
elevators. 
I’ve been passed countless 
times by empty cabs. 
“ I’ve even been accused of 
pretending I’m blind so that I 
can get Duchess into the pas­ 
senger compartment of airliners 
with me. 
“ And I’ve been playing ball, 
explaining my rights, writing 
letters later, but now I find this 
most unsatisfactory.” 
Thursday 
Mrs. 
Keitlen, 
42, 
executive vice president of Bon­ 
nie 
Prudden, 
physical 
fitness 
counselors, filed a complaint in 
criminal court. 
Her argument: State law for­ 
bids 
-“ discrimination 
against 
sightless persons accompanied 
by a dog guide” that would ex­ 
clude them from inns, common 
ca rriers, 
theaters, 
restaurants 
and hotels. 
She alleges that on Oct. 16 she 
was refused service at a restau­ 
rant when she entered with her 
dog. The owners said it was a 
misunderstanding with his host­ 
ess. Health laws ban dogs from 
eating 
places, 
except 
guide 
dogs. The case was postponed. 
“ I ’m sorry to have to make 
an exam ple,” Mrs. Keitlen said. 
“ But maybe if the word gets 
around, ihen people will learn 
what my rights a re.”

US, British 
In Opposite 
Tax Direction

NEW YORK (AP) - Uncle 
Sam and John Bull are taking 
opposite directions on the tax 
trail this Friday the Thirteenth. 
For the British consumer and 
bond-clipper the plan to raise 
some sales taxes and levies on 
high bracket incomes will be 
unlucky. 
But for many American shop­ 
pers there are promises of tax 
cuts on a number of items at the 
stores. And for many American 
business firms there’s also hope 
of more cash in the tills from 
still further relaxation of tax 
rules. 
The British are raising taxes 
because sudden prosperity has 
sent both consumers and indus­ 
tries 
on 
buying 
sprees 
and 
thrown government fiscal af­ 
fairs, especially in foreign trade 
payments, out of kilter. 
Washington is talking of abol­ 
ishing excise levies on a number 
of goods taxed at the retail sales 
level and cuts on some taxed at 
the point of production. The idea 
is to increase sales by making 
goods cheaper to the consumer, 
and thus to give the econorny 
another nudge upward from its 
already highly prosperous level.

' o t l o n g a g o , two pre-teen girls 
_ 
came into the Juvenile Aid Bureau 
that serves my area. They literally had 
been living off the land : sleeping in the 
woods and fields, eating fruit and vege­ 
tables from farms. 
Two boys, who were schoolmates of theirs, 
found them in the woods and for a few days took 
food to them. Then they persuaded the jrirls to 
seek the help of JAB, the division of the police 
department to which all children under 16 are 
referred when they come to police attention. 
The girls said they had left home because they 
were “fed up” with their overly strict parents. 
When their parents heard this, they were aghast. 
They insisted they were not overstrict; they 
simply did not believe young girls should come 
and go as they pleased. But they admitted they 
had had no inkling of the anger building up in 
their daughters. 
The juvenile bureau has counseled both the 
girls and the parents, seemingly with happy re­ 
sults. The girls have not left home again. And, 
with continued professional guidance, it is pos­ 
sible that both these families will come to a much 
better child-parent relationship. 
It would seem that only an intolerable home 
situation would send two girls out to live off the 
land. But that was not the case. The home situa­ 
tions from which runaways flee are seldom any­ 
thing as flagrant as cruelty, alcoholism, neglect, 
or incessant fighting. 
Young anger moat commonly reaches a run- 
ning-away point when parents are considered 
over.strict, perpetually suspicious, belittling, crit­ 
ical, or unfair. Or when boys and girls are 
punished or otherwise humiliated before their 
friends. Or when parents, preoccupied with their 
own affairs, seem not to care what their children 
are trying to do or to ^*e. 
I 


T IS NEVER EASY to plumb young minds and 
hearts. But any effort in this direction is 
infinitely worth-while. For just as children often 
have no notion of how they hurt and worry their 
parents, so parents often have no notion of how 
they hurt and worry their children. Also, since 
young people have no practical means of retali­ 
ating, they may run away to punish their parents. 
The runaway who does not plan to stay away 
usually does not go very far. I’ve known boys be­ 
tween 12 and 15 who have hidden for days in a 
neighbor’s cellar where they have been fed by 
young friends. 
I’ve known girls who have followed the same 
pattern. Girls, however, are mo^e inclined to 
have dinner and spend the night with one girl 
friend after another. Their friends always are 
vigilant to see that no member of the household 
gets to the telephone before they do. And if a 
runaway’s mother or father calls, they’re likely 
to be told that their daughter is not there. This

seems heartless. But adolescents tend to pull free 
of those upon whom they have previously been 
dependent and to align themselves with their 
own generation. 
Psychologists tell us that all boys and girls 
from 5 to 7 and upward at least think about run­ 
ning away. And statistics indicate that an ever- 
increasing number actually take off. 
At the risk of crossing theories with the psy­ 
chologists, I would like to except from their fig­ 
ures those children who enjoy a good relationship 
with their parents. Successful parents know a 
child’s pride is hurt by a bad report card, so they 
don’t belittle but seek to discover what is wrong 
so it can be corrected. Neither do they suddenly 
clamp down on everything after having long 
been lax. They are quick with a pat on the shoul­ 
der, a hug and kiss, or a glance of loving admira­ 
tion. They know these little things keep boys and 
girls from wondering if they’re unloved. 
The children of successful parents are confi­ 
dent that, whatever happens, they can count on 
their mother and father—not for permissiveness 
—but for understanding. Consequently, they do 
not build up the silent or screaming anger that 
motivates runaways. 
T 


h e o n l y t h i n g that might prompt these chil­ 
dren to disappear temporarily would be a tv 
drama or adventure story that appealed strongly 
to their imagination. A 12-year-old I know, re­ 
ported missing when he did not come home for 
dinner, returned bright and early the following 
morning. He had built a little fire in a clearing 
in the woods, cooked a can of chili he had taken 
from home, and slept there. “1 just got tired of 
this stupid old house,’’ he explained. A tv west­ 
ern was found to have been the source of his 
sudden wanderlust. 
When a small child disappears, the first thing 
to do—after a quick look up and down the street 
—is to search the house and garage. Look under 
beds, in closets, in any crawl space. Children 
creep into these places to hide or play—and fall 
asleep. However, when a child is nowhere to be 
seen, a mother, naturally frantic, is more likely 
to get into her car and race from one danger 
spot to anotjier: the highway, a lake or pond, 
the railroad tracks, etc. She forgets the danger 
spots in the home: closets without ventilation, 
discarded refrigerators, and old stoves and chests. 
When a small boy or girl is reported missing, 
all policemen and radio cars are alerted and a 
teletype report goes out. Chances are that the 
child will be recovered—probably frightened, hun­ 
gry, and crying—before harm befalls him. 
Rarely is running away a symptom of delin­ 
quency or, unless repetitive, of any emotional 
disturbance. Usually the motivation is anger. 
Many famous men were runaways, and their 
biographies make this fact clear: precisely the 
same gumption that prompted them to leave 
homes not to their liking later enabled them to 
get ahead on their own.

Brezhnev: 
Red Russia’s 
New 
Master 


He is a bushy-browed “nice guy” 
to some, a vicious enemy of 
capitalism to others—what is his 
true character and how will 
his new power influence world peace?

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AST month the inevitable—and yet 


À surprising—news flashed across 
the world : Nikita Khrushchev had been 
ousted as Soviet premier and Commu­ 
nist party leader. 


A new and relatively unknown character strode 
across the stage of international power politics— 
Leonid I, Brezhnev, a Khrushchev protégé, and 
now First Secretary of the Communist party. 
As First Secretary, Brezhnev wields more power 
than the new premier, Alexsei Kosygin, because 
he controls not only all party apparatus but also 
the secret police. Only last July, Brezhnev resigned 
as President of the Soviet Union so he could devote 
full time to party leadership. For a time, experts 
expect a coalition of Soviet leadership—but, based 
on history, when one leader emerges, he is likely 
to become the party boss. 
Whatever the outcome, Khrushchev, a victim of 
age, poor health, and a power squeeze, can hardly 
be surprised at his successor. Once, when asked 
who would take his place, he replied curtly : “That’s 
a question I shall decide.” Experts felt he could 
make it stick—and noted how he had moved Brezh­ 
nev steadily up the ladder. But who is Brezhnev? 
What will his new power mean in the cold war? 
Brezhnev is 57, stocky, and virile-looking with 
thick wavy hair and heavy brows. And he is, by 
Khrushchev’s definition, “a very tough man.” 
Westerners describe him as “smooth,” “shrewd,” 
“friendly but reserved.” 


A Scientist's View of Brezhnev 


A close look at Brezhnev resulted last year 
when Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, led U.S. scientists 
to a conference in Moscow on peaceful uses of 
atomic energy. “Brezhnev seemed intelligent and 
much like an American executive,” Dr. Seaborg 
said in an exclusive interview for F a m i l y W e e k ­ 


l y . “He was well-mannered, reasonable, and smiled 
often as he talked. Of course, Khrushchev also 
showed his best front and was pleasant when 1 
met him. If Brezhnev were premier, I could pic­ 
ture him as strong-willed but more our type 
than Khrushchev.” 
Upon Brezhnev’s orders to “show everything,” 
Dr. Seaborg received perhaps the most complete 
tour of scientific installations ever allowed any 
foreigner in Russia. Afterwards, Brezhnev so­ 
licited criticism. He agreed with Dr. Seaborg’s 
ob.servation that Moscow’s buildings were below 
standard. “After World War II we hurried to re­ 
build,” Brezhnev .said. “But we’re studying your 
styles. It’s important that the U.S. doesn’t stay 
too far ahead.” 
As Dr. Seaborg left, Brezhnev said: “Tell your 
President that Premier Khrushchev means what 
he says when he talks peace.” 
From what is known of Brezhnev’s activities, 
though, he speaks a harder line to Ru.ssians. 


After Russia’s crop failures, for example, Khrush­ 
chev told a Party Central Committee: "We should 
learn from the capitalists and copy whatever is 
wise and profitable in their practice.” Not Brezh­ 
nev. He told farmers: “Look more soberly . . . 
History itself long ago passed sentence on the 
capitali.st system, which is rotten to the core . . . 
The gentlemen imperialists in their mad rage 
are desperately attempting to disrupt the peace­ 
ful toil of freedom-loving peoples.” 
Few men continually distort facts like Brezh­ 
nev. Take the time Soviet tanks unmercifully 
fired on unarmed Hungarian freedom fighters. 
Brezhnev’s description: “A fascist adventure 
(that) failed shamefully. But the Hungarian 
people . . . with thé aid of the Soviet Union 
routed the forces of counterrevolution.” 
Brezhnev and hypocrisy are not strangers. He 
has publicly applauded one district’s mandatory 
two-week jail sentence for those who copy capi­ 
talist fashions. Yet he himself wears dapper three- 
button mohair suits, and during a state visit to 
Yugoslavia in 1962, his pretty blonde daughter 
Galina, 20, attracted considerable attention by 
wearing chic French dresses, spike heels, drop 
earrings, and, later, a bikini. 
He also claims he neither drinks nor smokes. 
But on 14 “peace” missions outside Russia since 
1960, he has proved to be an enthusiastic drinker. 
At a state banquet in Iran, Brezhnev snatched a 
bottle from a waiter and began pouring and 
toasting: “Down with protocol. This is faster— 
ah, to peace, yes, long live freedom.” He revealed 
his ambition : to toast in all major languages. 
In this respect, Brezhnev is not unlike most 
Soviet leaders, who seem to be very fond of 
liquor. But he doesn’t always fit into party moods. 
Take two Yugoslav receptions. When Britain’s 
prime minister, Anthony Eden, was embroiled in 
the Suez Canal crisis, Khrushchev laughed : “Have 
you heard that Eden is sick? Yes, he is suffering 
from inflammation of the Canal.” Despite the 
joke’s crudeness, some guests laughed. But Brezh­ 
nev, w’aving a long-stemmed glass, provoked 
Western 
diplomats to walk out in protest. His 
topics: U.S. “militarism,” West German “fas­ 
cism,” and the Common Market’s “imperialism.” 


Up from the Ranks 


Brezhnev’s background, naturally “purified and 
corrected,” fits the familiar mold for top Soviet 
party men. He lives with his wife Victoria in 
a house on a suburban peak called Lenin Hills, 
overlooking the Moskva River and Moscow, (('om- 
munist policies discourage publicity about politi­ 
cians’ families. But besides daughter Galina, they 
have a .son, Yuri, who Brezhnev says is an 
engineer and married to an English teacher. ) 
Brezhnev’s parents had no political affiliation 
before the 1917 Russian Revolution. He was born 
the son of a steel worker in December, 1906, in 
the Ukraine and at 15 was sent to the steel mills. 
Next, he trained as a farm irrigator, but at 25 
he joined the Communist party and later married 


a railroad engineer’s daughter. 
Here begins Brezhnev’s real story: he met 
Khrushchev, then administrator and First Sec­ 
retary of the Ukrainian Communist party. Be­ 
tween 1936 and 1938, Khrushchev personally 
directed Stalin’s great purges, in which 400,000 
prosperous peasants were hanged or shot. Op­ 
portunities awaited party-minded young men and, 
while Brezhnev’s exact role is unknown, his quick 
rise indicates he approved such barbarity. He 
jumped from a factory job to deputy mayor of 
his home town and a prominent party official. 
When World War II erupted, Brezhnev be­ 
came a political administrator and later a major 
general and director of the Fourth Ukrainian 
Front in defending Novorossiysk. In 1950 he 
became a province chief and, when Stalin died in 
1953, was made a commissar to enforce the navy’s 
loyalty while many factions sought control. 


His Corn Qrew 


When Khrushchev emerged as dictator, he 
ordered a priority development of “virgin lands” 
—western Siberia’s vast semi-deserts that defied 
cultivation even with slave labor. Most officials 
failed. But Brezhnev, then boss of the U.S.S.R.’s 
largest province that included marginal dust 
lands, succeeded. Unexpected rains came and 
corn grew. He was summoned to Moscow as a 
hero, and his crops used as “typical quotas.” 
Today, despite Brezhnev’s claim that 87 mil­ 
lion acres of virgin land are now cultivated, crop 
failures prompt Ru.ssians to joke: “Our comrades 
are magicians. They plant wheat in Siberia and 
it comes up in North America.” (Russia has had 
to buy $935 million worth of wheat from the U.S. 
and Canada.) 
Another event that pushed Brezhnev along 
came in 1957 when Khrushchev discovered that 
three key officials, Georgu Malenkov, Vyacheslav 
Molotov, and Lazar Kaganovich, had plotted to 
overthrow him. They explicitly opposed Khrush­ 
chev’s one-man power concentration, but Brezh­ 
nev helped disguise their motive as “antiparty.” 
Within three weeks, he was promoted to the 15- 
man Presidium. 
From that time, Brezhnev always spoke of 
Khrushchev as *‘ya i moi droog” (my friend and 
I), He profusely lauded Khrushchev’s “untiring 
energy,” “revolutionary spirit,” and his “sincerity 
and straightforwardness.” 
But Khrushchev is also a reminder to Brezhnev 
of the treachery involved in any Soviet succession. 
Stalin was replaced by the three-man rule of Mol­ 
otov, Malenkov, and Lavrenti Beria. But Molotov, 
Malenkov, and a man few people knew, Nikita 
Khrushchev, had Beria executed; then, Khrush­ 
chev schemed to assign his “partners,” Molotov 
and Malenkov, to Siberia and to Outer Mongolia, 
respectively. 
Such a future could await Brezhnev—but con­ 
sidering his past record of survival in the fcom- 
munist jungle, it seems more likely for him to 
become the executioner rather than the executed.

The Case of the 
Tasteless Killer 


Two fishermen found Martha Jean*s 
body lying beside the river as if in repose. 


It was quite obvious: whoever had murdered 
the attractive blonde had no eye for aesthetics

A N ATTRACTIVE 22-year-old 
XX blonde, Martha Jean Hare, 
was reported missing on Tuesday, 
Aug. 23, 1960. 
Her husband Douglas, 26, told Chicago 
police she had stalked out the evening 
before after he had accused her of undue 
attention to another man. 
The next day two fishermen found Mar­ 
tha Jean’s body along the Illinois River. 
She had died of a single bullet wound and 
was stretched out as if in repose, her 
sweater neatly folded under her head. 
“The improvised pillow indicates the 
killer loved her,” a police officer said. 
Detective Steve Coffey questioned the 
other residents of the apartment building 
where the young couple lived. None had 
heard a shot or seen anything unusual 
that Monday night. Then Coffey went to 
the Hare apartment. Everything was in 
perfect order; there were no bloodstains 
and no sign of a struggle. 
While the detective was in the living 
room, a young w’oman came in and identi­ 
fied herself. She said that she and her hus­ 
band had visited Douglas and Martha Jean 
the previous Saturday evening. Martha 
Jean had seemed in good spirits then, and 
there had been no hint that she was in any 
kind of trouble. 
“Did you ever hear of her being in­ 
terested in another man?” 
“No. Her life revolved around her home, 
her baby, and her husband.” 
Coffey mentioned the neat rooms. 
“Yes, Martha Jean was a wonderful 
housekeeper,” the young woman replied. 
After conversing with her, Detective 
Coffey called the sheriff and suggested 
that Douglas be questioned further. The 
young man denied killing his wife and 
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agreed to take a lie-detector test. Two 
tests were given—and they showed that 
Douglas Hare had guilty knowledge of 
the murder. Faced with this, he confessed. 
Douglas said that, after work Monday, 
he stopped at a tavern for a few drinks. 
When he got home, Martha Jean upbraided 
him for drinking too much. Angered, he 
seized a rifle and fired one shot as she 
came toward him. She collapsed on the 
living-room rug and died immediately. 
Suddenly sobered, he concocted the story 
about his wife’s interest in another man 
and her walking out. After taking their 
one-year-old baby to his mother’s house, 
he returned to the apartment and wrapped 
Martha Jean’s body in the rug. There 
were only a few spots of blood on the floor, 
and he easily removed them with cold 
water. He waited until after midnight, 
then put the body into his car and drove 
to a desolate area near the river. He care­ 
fully stretched his wife’s body out on the 
ground, then cushioned her head on the 
folded sweater.

t a n o t h e r i s o l a t e d s p o t , he soaked 
„the rug in gasoline and burned it. The 
rifle had been borrowed; the next day 
he returned it to the owner after cleaning 
it thoroughly. Then he went out and got 
another rug for the living room. 
Douglas Hare was convicted of murder 
and is now in prison. What had tripped 
him up? Detective Coffey reported that he 
had been without a good lead—until the 
young woman had come into the Hares’ 
living room and exclaimed: 
“That isn’t the same rug that was here 
Saturday night. Martha Jean had excel­ 
lent taste. She wouldn’t have dreamed of 
putting a horrible thing like that in here. 
It clashes with everything in the room.”
